R. B. Hayes 
in 1876. Jam es A. Garfield 
In ISSC, 
and Chester A. Arthur, who succeed­ 
ed Garfield, and William ll. Taft, tho 
present incumbent of 
the pres idea 
tial office. All of the other presidents 
have bad but a single 
given name, 
from George Washington. John 
Ad 
a ms and 
Thomas 
Jefferson, in 
the 
early days of the republic, down to 
Grover Cleveland, William McKinley 
Theodore 
Boose vet 
and 
Woodror 
Wilson in th* se tater day* 
William McKinley 
was 
the 
only,, 
smooth-shaven president since before 
the Civil war, and Woodrow Wilson 
will make the second. 
Of the presi­ 
dents from Lincoln's time, 
Lincoln, 
Grant, Hayes, Garfield and Harrison 
wore full beards. 
Arthur wore burn­ 
sides, 
while 
Cleveland, 
Roosevelt 
and Taft contented themselves with 
modest moustaches. Ail of the earlier 
presidents were without hair on th*' 
face. 
Now that Mr. Wilson, without 
a 
beard, has been elected president, it 
may be in order to say that no dem­ 
ocratic candidate for tho presidency 
ii* fifty or sixty years has worn an 
actual full beard.
